II. EXPLANATION OF RELEVANCE 

German Patent 39 37 290 Al describes a test structure for regulating the gas-air 
ratio, in which the ionization electrode is supplied with a DC voltage. 

European Patent No. 0909 922 and Italian Patent 95U 000566 describe 
regulating devices for gas burners that appeared years ago. In a simplified illustration, those 
specifications describe how the setting member is controlled on the basis of a stored 
characteristic, in the event of dynamically rapid changes in the gas or air volume flow. In 
contrast, in the event of slow changes in the gas or air volume flow, fine setting occurs on the 
basis of regulation with the ionization signal as a measurement parameter.
